One who to o k mu ch p ride 
in her ho me and p ro p erty and wo rked hard," Mrs. Virgil Kit­ 
chen, 408 West Co o p er, said o f Mrs. Marie Arnette Green, 
404 West Co o p er. 
Mrs Green, 80, was sav agely mu rdered Satu rday night, 
beaten sev erely o n her head, face and chest. Her battered 
bo dy was disco v ered o n the flo o r o f her ho me Su nday mo rn­ 
ing, 
“She was kind o f a lo ner. She kep t p retty mu ch to herself, if 
y o u kno w what I mean," said her neighbo r to the east. Price 
Alex ander, 400 West Co o p er. “She was a well resp ected in­ 
div idu al." 
“I remember hau ling her a co u p le o f times," an am­ 
bu lance attendant recalled Mo nday night at Bo thwell 


Ho sp ital. “She was a nice lady . She alway s kep t that p lace o f 
hers as neat as a p in. No w fo r this to hap p en...’’ 
“She to o k care o f her o wn bu siness, bu t she was cheerfu l 
and o u tgo ing," said Mrs. Kitchen, who has kno wn Mrs. 
Green since childho o d. 
Her hu sband died many y ears ago , bu t she knew life wo u ld 
go o n. She kep t bu sy . There was her y ard, which she attended 
religio u sly . She do nated mu ch time to the Yates Art and 
Charity Clu b, o ne o f the o ldest black wo men’s clu bs in 
Sedalia. 
“She was secretary there u ntil this last sp ring." no ted Mrs. 
Kitchen. 
She had no t been greatly slo wed by the y ears 
“Yo u ’d see her o u t go ing to do so mething all the time. She 
was alway s go ing do wnto wn and ev ery where to get her 
bu siness do ne," said Mrs. Kitchen. “She serv ed as an elec­ 
tio n ju dge. I kno w she wo rked this last electio n ju st last 


Tu esday . She was q u ite activ e. To be 80 she really go t 
aro u nd." 
Du e to her y ears and the fact that she was a wido w, Mrs 
Green o ften hired so me o f her y ard wo rk do ne, Fro m time to 
time she hired y o u ng p eo p le to help rep air the little things 
that go wro ng aro u nd her ho u se 
One o f tho se she had hired was Ro nald E Tho rnto n, 18,405 
West Co o p er, Tho rnto n is charged with mu rdering Mrs. 
Green 
“I’m su re she knew him," said Mrs, Kitchen, “He liv ed 
right behind her and he had do ne so me y ard wo rk fo r her ’’ 
It was a fo o tp rint in Mrs. Green’s y ard co mp ared with a 
blo o dy fo o tp rint in Mrs. Green’s ho u se that led p o lice to 
charge Tho rnto n with the bru tal crime. 
“She u su ally kep t her do o r lo cked,” said Mrs. Kitchen. 
“She knew these were dangero u s times and she was try ing to 
be carefu l. I ju st do n’t kno w ho w this hap p ened”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Interior Department, hoping 
to save the family farm, is 
proposing regulations that 
would force huge corporate in­ 
terests in 17 states to sell more 
than a million acres in the arid 
West. 
The 
regulations, 
which 
would go into effect in 90 days 
unless blocked by lawsuits, 
would require corporatior^, 
investors and other large 
landowners to sell property 
they hold in excess of amounts 
allowed in a little-enforced 
1902 law. 
The law was passed to place 
a 160-acre limit on the proper­ 
ty a landowner may irrigate 
from federal water projects. 
In announcing the proposal 
Monday, Interior Secretary 
Cecil D, Andrus noted that 
Congress designed water pro­ 
jects worth billions of dollars 
“ prirriarily to place small 
farmers on the land,” He said 
the new 
regulations are 
designed to carry out that con­ 
gressional directive. 
“ Let me emphasize that 
these proposed 
regulations 
are not designed to jeopardize 
legitimate family farm opera­ 
tions,” Andrus said. “ They 
are designed to help the fami­ 
ly farmer, not agribusiness.” 
Officials said they expect 
the rules to be challenged by 
landowning interests. 
For more than 20 years the 
federal Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion has financed water pro­ 
jects that convert marginal 
land into some of the nation’s 
most valuable agricultural 
acreage. 
But critics have 
maintained that large cor­ 
porations and absentee 


owners benefitted most from 
the policy. 
The department’s 
new 
regulations would apply only 
to “ excess lands.” But Andrus 
said restrictions for other 
lands “ will be prepared as 
soon as practicable.” 
Keith Higginson, Bureau of 
Reclamation commissioner, 
said the regulations would 
force large landowners to 
divest themselves of 1,074,000 
acres of excess land, which 
would then be offered for sale 
to small farmers. 
While 
the increasingly 
valuable fruit and vegetable 
acreage was, in effect, being 
divided 
in checkerboard 
fashion by the business in­ 
terests, the government was 
doing little to enforce the 1902 
congressional act. The law 
limits ownership 
of land 
receiving water from dam 
projects in the Rocky 
Mountains and on Western 
rivers to 
160 
acres. 
The 
department said it plans to en­ 
force the law now. 
The regulations would zero 
in on absentee owners by re­ 
quiring future purchasers of 


excess lands to live within 50 
miles of the land they wish to 
buy. 
The rules also would require 
Interior Department approval 
of all sales of excess land to 
prevent current owners from 
receiving windfall profits. 
The proposed 
acreage 
limitation does 
not 
mean 
farms using federal water 
would be limited to 160 acres. 
A farmer and his wife, for ex­ 
ample, could each own 160 
acres. Each also would be per­ 
mitted to lease an additional 
160 acres. 
But corporate ownership of 
the affected farmlands would 


be limited to small, family 
corporations under the pro­ 
posed regulations, Higginson 
said. 
Since the productivity of the 
land, valued at about $1,000 an 
acre, 
already 
has been 
demonstrated, small farmers 
apparently would be able to 
finance their purchases with 
loans from commercial banks 
and 
f e d e r a l 
l e n d i n g 
Institutions.

(AP) - The Missouri Conser­ 
vation Commission has ap­ 
proved a formal offer of $13.6 
million for purchase of the 8.- 
000-acre Weldon Spring tract 
from 
the 
University of 
Missouri, 
The offer, which will be 
made in a letter to University 
President James Olson, was 
approved by the commission 
on Monday and is subject to 
the availability of revenue 
from the new one-eighth cent 
conservation sales tax. 
The commission will ask 
Oslon to provide a “ prompt, 
definite” response to its offer, 
according to a spokesman, so 
that other budgetary plans 
can be made for acquisition by 
the commission of other land. 
The commission’s offer, 
which amounts to about half of 
the revenue the new sales tax 


will produce in the next year, 
marks the difference between 
appraisals of the tract made 
by both parties. 
The university's appraisal 
valued the land at about $16 
million while the commis­ 
sion’s set the value at about 
$11 million. 
The spokesman said the 
commission 
members 
ex­ 
pressed a “ lack of interest’’ in 
leasing the land because such 
an 
arrangem ent would 
minimize the opportunities to 
develop the tract 
Any sale of the land will 
have to be approved by the 
legislature and the governor 
under a new law that takes eU 
feet Sept. 28, That law was 
prompted by indications that 
the university was considering 
selling the massive tract in St 
Charles County to private 
developers.

The findings of the research 
project were disclosed Mon­

Bill Theis, a grain company 
official and vice president of 
the chamber’s economic 
development division, said the 
study would be used as a basis 
for recommendations to 
establish a task force for a 
world food conference in Kan­ 
sas City in 1979 or 1980 .
